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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Carlsgaard et 
aL, US 6,894,726. 



Carlsgaard discloses a memory (1 16) which stores the incoming interlaced video signal 
(Fig 1) which is subsequently deinterlaced (1 14) and then scaled (18) meeting the claimed 
limitations. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-6, 9-10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reitmeier, US 6,549,240 in view of Kimball et al, US 2004/0055012 

In considering claims 1-2, 4, 7, 9-10 and 15, 

Reitmeier discloses video decoder 120 (Figs 1, 2) which is then deinterlaced via 130 
(Figs 1 and 2) and then resized (i.e. scaled) via horizontal resizer 150 and vertical resizer 140. 

However, Reitemeier does not explicity disclose a conventional TS presentation buffer 
(as disclosed by applicant's "frame buffer"). Reitemeier does disclose a MPEG transport Demux 
108 (Figs 1-2), which is received from a tuner 104 (television source). 

Although the concept/use of a buffer for storing a received signal (i.e. interlaced or 
progressive) which is subsequently transport stream demultiplexed in order to extract the 
necessary information included in the signal for display/play back, the examiner nonetheless 
incorporates Kimball et al. 

Kimball discloses this conventional practice (Fig 9) wherein a memory 102 includes a TS 
presentation buffer 130 for storing the incoming video signal from a TV source (101) in order to 
be demultiplexed, decoded, which is adjusted via display engine 133 and than subsequently 
output for display. 

Therefore, it would have been clearly obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Reitemeier with the conventional practice of buffering a received input signal (i.e. interlaced or 
progressive) in order store the incoming video while the system extracts the necessary 
information prior to display as done by Kimball. 
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The motivation for doing so would allow the system a buffer (intended purpose)/time 
delay to receive incoming video signals and temporarily store them while extracting the 
necessary information from the signal. 

In considering claims 3, 5-6 and 8, 

Reitmeier discloses the use of decoding MPEG signals including the MPEG-2 signals 
(i.e. meeting the claimed decompression limitation).
